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A  PC  graduate,  Class  '56.  haa 
just  written  from  an  army  camp 
that  he  will  have  no  permanent 
assignment  or  church  affiliation 
for  a  time  and  that  he  is  sending 
monthly  a  tithe  of  his  army  lieu-, 
tenant's  pay  to  the  college.  Thi$ 
generosity  is  another  example  ot 
an  alumni  spirit  which  augurs 
well  for  the  future  of  the  college. 

The  Council  for  Financial  Aid} 
to  Education  has  just  released* 
a  report  on  the  most  extensive 
survey  ever  made  on  sources 
of  income  for  American  col-< 
leges.  Tabulations  for  728  col4 
leges  which  enroll  70  ''<  of  stu4 
dents  in  the  nation's  four-year. 
institutions  of  higher  learning 
show  that  alumni  were  the  big- 
gest givers.  These  provided  $52 
million  (exclusive  of  bequests 
and  trusts).  General  welfare  foun-1 
dations  gave  $50  million,  religiousj 
denominations  $42  million,  and.': 
business  concerns  $39  million. 

Church  budgets  are  now  the 
chief  source  of  gifts  to  the  PC 
operational  funds.  We  have  thei 
encouragement  of  increasing  con-, 
tributions  from  business  corpora- 
tions, but  no  other  gifts  so  touch: 
the  heart  as  do  donations  from 
former  students.  These  are  sym-{ 
bols  of  appreciation  for  past  as- 
sociations and  tokens  of  united 
efforts  for  the  better  college  ofj 
our  common  dreams.

Free    Enterprise 

Aids    Independent    Education

cause  the  Foundation  holds  such  promise  for  the  future  for  Presbyterian  College,  as 
well  as  the  eight  other  independent  colleges  of  the  state,  the  article  should  be  of  in- 
terest to  all  alumni.) 


A  program  of  cooperation  is  paying  off  for  South 
Carolina's  nine  non-tax  supported  colleges. 

To  meet  the  threat  of  today's  destructive  financial 
squeeze  upon  higher  education,  these  institutions 
lave  banded  together  as  the  South  Carolina  Founda- 
tion of  Independent  Colleges,  Inc.  And  the  first 
nnual  report  published  recently  holds  out  bright 
iope  for  the  future. 

Members  of  this  organization  include  the  state's 
ndependent,  accredited,  four-year  colleges:  Coker, 
Columbia,  Converse,  Erskine,  Furman.  Limestone. 
Newberry,  Presbyterian  and  Wofford. 

The  Foundation  was  organized  "to  maintain  and 
broaden  the  services  of  the  member  colleges  to  the 
people  of  the  state  and  to  present  a  joint  or  'United 
Fund'  channel  for  financial  support  to  business  and 
industry."  The  latter  objective,  of  course,  is  the 
main  one,  for  it  holds  the  key  to  the  entire  program. 

South  Carolina  corporations,  in  turn,  are  showing 
an  enthusiastic  response  to  this  cooperative  effort  by 
these  independent  colleges  which  represent  free  en- 
terprise in  education.  A  report  on  the  first  complete 
year  of  operation,  concluded  January  31,  1956. 
showed  $47,400  given  the  Foundation  by  21  corpora- 
tions. This  amount  was  in  addition  to  a  much  larger 
sum  contributed  directly  to  the  nine  institutions  by 
business  firms. 

The  long-range  goal  for  the  Foundation,  according 
to  executive-secretary  J.  Lacy  McLean,  is  to  raise 
$500,000  annually.  This  figure  was  set  after  what  he 
termed  "rock-bottom"  estimates  from  the  member 
colleges  on  additional  funds  needed  to  put  their  re- 
spective operations  on  a  sound  basis. 

McLean  offers  this  view  of  the  situation: 

"I  believe  we  are  off  to  a  good  start.  The  $47,400 
is  not  as  much  as  is  needed,  but  it  stands  up  well  in 
comparison  with  the  beginnings  made  by  similar 
foundations  in  other  states.  Two  of  the  older  as- 
sociations, after  starting  slowly  and  building  up 
their  program,  each  distributed  more  than  $600,- 
000  to  member  institutions   last   year. 

"We  have  a  great  potential  here  in  South  Caro- 
lina. The  large  companies  are  beginning  to  give, 
and  our  results  thus  far  in  1956  are  very  encourag- 
ing.    But  the  real  money  is  yet  to  come." 

Shares  in  the  distribution  of  the  1955  funds  of 
the  South  Carolina  Foundation  came  to  these 
amounts: 

Coker— $2,450.45;   Columbia— $3,305.89:   Converse— 


S12.737.78;  Erskine— $7,774.58;  Furman— $6,771.27; 
Limestone— $2,576,29;  Newberry— $3,172.66;  Presby- 
terian—$3,339.70;   and  Wofford— $5,220.82. 

The  amount  received  by  each  college  is  determined 
in  two  ways.  A  donor  may  designate  one  or  more 
colleges  to  receive  all  or  part  of  his  contribution. 
Any  undesignated  gifts  are  divided  with  half  shares 
equally  by  the  nine  colleges  and  half  distributed  ac- 
cording to  enrollment,  the  larger  college  receiving  a 
proportionately  larger  share. 

Solicitation  of  funds  is  conducted  almost  completely 
by  the  presidents  of  the  member  colleges.  They 
make  personal  calls  in  teams  of  two  or  more,  upon 
appointment,  on  corporation  leaders.  In  this  manner, 
the  work  and  problems  of  their  group  are  presented 
with  maximum  effectiveness. 

Corporations  making  gifts  to  the  colleges  through 
the  Foundation  in  1955  included:  Abney  Mills  Foun- 
dation, Greenwood;  Arthur  State  Bank,  Union;

Charles- 
ton; A.  W.  Huckle.  Rock  Hill:  National  Bank  of  South 
Carolina,  Sumter;  Plantation  Pipe  Line  Company,  At- 
lanta; C.  F.  Sauer  Company.  Greenville;  South 
Carolina  National  Bank,  Columbia;  Southern  Bell 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Columbia;  Spar- 
tan Grain  and  Mill  Company.  Spartanburg;  Spartan 
Mills.  Spartanburg;  Springs  Foundation.  Inc..  Fort 
Mill:  State  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Greenwood; 
and  Union  Carbide  and  Carbon  Corporation.  New 
York. 

All  of  the  funds  distributed  go  into  the  current 
operating  expenses  of  the  college,  with  no  strings 
attached.  One  of  the  basic  aims  of  the  program, 
however,  is  to  improve  faculty  salaries,  because  that 
i    the  most  pressing  need  of  all  of  the  institutions. 

The  South  Carolina  Foundation  of  Independent 
Colleges  was  established  in  1954  with  these  seven  ob- 
jectives  as  a  means  of  further  "Developing  South 
Carolina's  Human  Resources": 

1 — To  enhance  and  foster  the  historic  role  of  the 
independent    college    in    teaching    the    basic    philos- 
ophies upon  which  the  American  system  of  free  en- 
terprise   is    founded,    as    a    means    of    meeting    the

growing  threat  of  subversive  influence  to  American 
ideologies. 

2 — To  assist  in  preparing  the  people  of  South  Caro- 
lina for  the  economic  and  social  changes  attendant 
upon  recent  industrial  development  through  instruc- 
tion based  upon  study  of  the  probable  effect  of  such 
development. 

3 — To  develop  existing  research  facilities  of  the 
independent  colleges  to  a  point  commensurate  with 
the  growing  needs  of  industry  and  the  public  gen- 
erally as  a  result  of  industrial  development. 

4 — To  demonstrate  the  vital  link  between  business 
and  industry  and  education,  by  developing  the  facili- 
ties of  the  independent  colleges  as  a  "meeting 
ground"  between  these,  through  campus  seminars, 
liaison  projects,  and  special  courses  of  instruction. 

5 — To  strengthen  classroom  curricula  with  respect 
to  the  function  of  preparing  youth  for  management 
leadership. 

6 — To  increase  the  service  of  the  independent  col- 
leges in  cultural  endeavors,  with  a  view  to  encourag- 
ing greater  public  appreciation  of  the  fine  arts  as  a 
concomitant  development  with  increased  per  capita 
income. 

7 — To  strengthen  and  preserve  the  private  colleges 
as  centers  for  independent  thinking  under  the  Chris- 
tian influence. 

The  Foundation's  governing  body  includes  eight 
trustees  representing  the  public,  a  board  of  regional 
directors  to  advise  and  assist  in  the  program  and  the 
presidents  of  the  member  colleges. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Lesesne,  president  of  Erskine  College, 
serves  as  chairman  of  the  Foundation.  His  fellow 
college  presidents  in  the  organization  are:  Dr.  John 
A.  Barry  of  Coker;  Dr.  Elford  C.  Morgan,  acting  pres- 
ident of  Converse;  Dr.  John  L.  Plyler  of  Furman; 
Dr.  A.  J.  Eastwood  of  Limestone;  Dr.  Chris  A.  Kauf- 
man of  Newberry;  Dr.  Marshall  W.  Brown  of  Presby- 
terian; Dr.  R.  Wright  Spears  of  Columbia  College; 
and  Dr.  Pendleton  Gaines  of  Wofford. 

The  eight  prominent  leaders  serving  as  trustees 
are:  James  F.  Byrnes  and  B.  M.  Edwards,  both  of 
Columbia;  Charles  E.  Daniel  and  Roger  C.  Peace, 
both  of  Greenville;  Roger  Milliken  and  Walter  S. 
Montgomery,  both  of  Spartanburg;  Hugh  C.  Lane 
of  Charleston;  and   Samuel  Swint  of  Graniteville. 

A  board  of  regional  directors  is  composed  of  these 
outstanding  businessmen:  S.  C.  McMeekin,  Roy  R. 
Pearce  and  Joseph  Walker,  all  of  Columbia;  John 
Barron  of  Rock  Hill;  W.  T.  Brown  of  St.  George; 
Robert  S.  Dargan  of  Spartanburg;  Dr.  R.  C.  Grier 
of  Greenville;  Charles  N.  Plowden  of  Summerton; 
and  Edward  K.  Sims  of  Orangeburg. 

These  leaders  have  become  associated  with  the 
Foundation  because  they  are  convinced  that  the  in- 
dependent colleges  represent  free  enterprise  in  edu- 
cation— contributing  to  the  creation  of  a  climate  of 
public  opinion  necessary  to  maintain  our  American 
capitalistic  system  unencumbered  by  hostile  ideolo- 
gies and  philosophies. 

It  also  has  been  pointed  out  that  these  independent 
colleges  produce  prospective  employees  capable  of 
and  willing  to  be  trained  for  executive  responsibility. 
Seventy-one  percent  of  America's  top  executives 
come  from  independent  colleges,  only  17  percent  from 
other  institutions. 

And  one  more  impressive  set  of  statistics:  If  the 
5,000  students  now  attending  colleges  belonging  to 
the  South  Carolina  Foundation  were  transferred  to 
tax-supported  institutions,  $3,000,000  additional  in 
tax   funds   would   be   needed   for   current   operations 


alone — not  including  capital  expenses  for  building 
and  equipment. 

Knowing  these  facts,  industry  and  business  are 
now  awakening  to  the  pressing  needs  of  these  insti- 
tutions. Price  inflation  and  the  shrinkage  in  their 
income  from  endowments  are  the  principal  reasons 
why  independent  colleges  are  hard  pushed  today, 
even  as  students  clamor  to  enroll. 

And  the  prospect  is  that  financial  problems  will 
be  intensified  in  the  years  ahead  by  still  greater 
pressure  of  increasing  enrollments.  During  the  next 
decade  alone,  for  example,  college  and  university 
enrollment  is  expected  to  increase  by  about  one- 
third  or  from  2,333,000  to  over  3,000,000. 

Thus,  this  problem  in  South  Carolina  is  multiplied 
on  a  national  scale.  And  other  states  have  been  and 
are  responding  to  the  challenge  facing  the  independ- 
ent colleges. 

There  are  now  34  state  associations  similar  to  the 
South  Carolina  Foundation,  a  remarkable  develop- 
ment in  the  program  which  was  first  organized  in 
Indiana  as  recent  as  1947.  Dr.  Fred  Sparks,  then 
president  of  Wabash  College,  led  in  the  establish- 
ment of  this  first  association.  He  now  heads  the 
Commission  on  Colleges  and  Industry,  an  organization 
which  seeks  to  coordinate  the  program  on  a  national 
level  beneficial  to  all  of  these  state  foundations  and 
associations. 

Dr.  Sparks,  a  former  business  executive  himself, 
has  voiced  his  sentiments  on  why  corporations  should 
support  independent  colleges  in  these  words: 

"The  private  liberal  arts  college  is  the  heart  of  the 
American  system  of  free  enterprise.  Education  isn't 
merely  learning  a  trade  or  profession.  A  liberal  edu- 
cation is  essential  to  set  men  free  to  develop  their 
best  possibilities  for  the  betterment  of  society  as 
well  as  themselves;  it  encourages  them  to  resist  dom- 
ination from  any  quarter.  In  a  dictatorship,  the  lib- 
eral arts  college  would  be  first  to  disappear,  because 
it  teaches  the  art  of  being  free.  The  foundation  of  a 
liberal  education,  providing  a  moral,  ethical  and 
political  background,  becomes  more  necessary  every 
year  to  cope  successfully  with  the  world's  many 
technical  and  specialized  problems.  Surveys  show 
that  a  remarkably  high  proportion  of  America's 
scientists  began  their  studies  at  small  private  col- 
leges, and  without  these  colleges  as  feeders  the  great 
graduate  schools  and  technological  institutions  would 
soon  have  to  close  their  doors  for  lack  of  students. 

"But  still  more  important — if  business  fails  to  aid 
these  colleges,  then  they  will  have  to  accept  Federal 
aid.  That  will  be  one  more  blow  at  free  enterprise, 
and  you,  the  taxpayer,  will  eventually  foot  the  bill 
anyway,  without  having  anything  to  say  about  which 
colleges  you  support.  When  that  time  comes,  by  the 
way,  the  bill  will  be  several  times  as  large,  due  to 
bureaucratic  red  tape." 

These  are  emphatic  words  that  ring  with  challenge. 
If  industry  and  business  continue  to  respond  in  this 
state  and  within  a  few  years  reach  the  $500,000  goal 
set  by  the  Foundation,  it  will  mean  an  average  of 
about  $50,000  annually  for  each  college. 

This  sum  can  relieve  the  burden  of  insecurity  and 
enable  all  of  the  institutions  to  move  forward  in 
their  traditional  greatness.  It  is  this  prospect  which 
has  caused  Dr.  Marshall  W.  Brown,  president  of 
Presbyterian  College,  to  say: 

"I  believe  that  corporate  giving  represents  the; 
real  hope  of  the  future  for  our  independent  colleges. 
Certainly,  this  is  a  worthy  and  generous  course  our 
corporations  are  now  following  and  one  of  which  I 
am  deeply  appreciative."

S.    C.    Synod    Authorizes    Study 
Toward    Girls    Dormitory    At    PC 


Preliminary  action  toward  plac- 
ing a  girls'  dormitory  on  the  PC 
campus  and  election  of  four  trus- 
tees were  included  in  the  pro- 
gram of  the  South  Carolina  Syn- 
od's 1956  session  in  Columbia  in 
July. 

The  synod  gave  approval  to  an 
overture  from  Pee  Dee  Presby- 
tery asking  the  board  of  trustees 
of  Presbyterian  College  to  study 
the  advisability  of  making  the 
next  project  in  the  college's  de- 
velopment program  a  dormitory 
for  girls. 

Presbyterian  College  is  now  in 
the  midst  of  a  campaign  which 
has  raised  $600,000  of  a  $750,000 
objective  for  four  specific  pur- 
poses. The  newly  endorsed  pro- 
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posal  would  place  the  dormitory 

for  girls  next  on  the  list. 

The  PC  trustees  will  report 
back  to  the  synod  the  results  of 
their  study,  along  with  recom- 
mendations. 

Author  of  the  overture  was  the 
Rev.  J.  Witherspoon  Dunlap,  pas- 
tor of  the  Darlington  Presbyte- 
rian Church  and  an  alumnus  of 
PC  in  the  class  of  1929. 

The  synod  also  named  these 
church  leaders  to  the  PC  board 
of  trustees:  Dr.  William  T.  Bar- 
ron of  Columbia,  P.  S.  Bailey  of 
Clinton  and  the  Rev.  Marc  Weer- 
sing  of  Spartanburg,  all  new 
members;  and  Don  H.  McEachern 
of  Florence,  reelected.

Football  Places  1956  Hopes 
On  Powerful  Ground  Offensive 

The  bright  prospects  of  last  November  have  faded  somewhat  in  the 
summer  heat  at  Presbyterian  College,  but  there's  a  promise  of  interesting 
football  in  store  for  Blue  Hose  fans  this  fall. 

This  was  to  have  been  the  year  when  Coach  Bill  Crutchfield's  build- 
ing program  started  paying  off 
on  the  PC  gridiron.  Graduation 
didn't  hurt,  but  scholastic  hurdles 
mostly  and  family  matters  in 
some  instances  have  trimmed  the 
roster  of  several  promising  candi- 
dates. As  a  result,  a  few  key 
freshmen  once  more  must  be 
counted  on  to  fill  in  the  varsity 
ranks. 

Nineteen  lettermen  are  return- 
ing to  the  Presbyterian  camp  for 
the  start  of  pre-season  practice 
in  September.  Only  two  of  the 
1955  squad  will  be  missing  be- 
cause of  graduation,  but  the  oth3r 
difficulties  will  have  clipped  off 
an  unanticipated  six  more. 

If  Coach  Crutchfield  could  stake 
his  football  dreams  completely 
upon  a  running  attack,  then  he 
would  feel  well  satisfied  about 
his    1956   prospects. 

Paced  by  bulldozing  fullback 
Ken  Webb  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  a  200- 
pound  all-state  selection  in  his 
sophomore  year  last  season,  the 
blue  Hose  will  field  the  samr.  ef- 
fective ground-gaining  combina- 
tion as  last  year.  Back  with  Webb 
will  be  halfbacks  Gene  Butler  of 
Conway  and  Eddie  Brocken- 
brough  of  Charlotte  and  quarter- 
back Felder  Cook  of  Charleston. 

The  main  backfield  question 
marks  are  whether  little  150- 
pound  Cook  will  be  able  to  carry 
as  large  a  share  of  the  quarter- 
back load  as  he  may  be  called 
upon  to  do  and  whether  an  effec- 
tive passing  attack  can  be  devel- 
oped to  supplement  the  ground 
offensive.

PC's  Allen  Morris  stole  the  spotlight  in  the  famous  Wimbledon 
Tournament,  the  world's  championship  of  tennis,  as  he  advanced  to  the 
quarter-finals  before  finally  being  eliminated  by  Vic  Seixas. 

A  pulled  leg  muscle  may  have  made  the  difference.  Morris  carried 
the  former  U.  S.  and  Wimbledon  


champion  to  a  13-11  first  set  and 
then  after  injury  lost  the  remain- 
ing two  sets,  6-0,  6-3. 

Despite  his  defeat,  however,  the 
Atlanta  red-head  who  had  just 
finished  Presbyterian  on  June  3 
captured  the  interest  and  enthu- 
siasm of  the  great  English  gal- 
lery by  his  smashing  play  leading 
up  to  the  quarter-finals.

LAST  SON  OF  PC  FOUNDER  JACOBS  PASSES 


Thornwell  Jacobs  was  three  and  one-half  years  old 
when  his  father,  the  Rev.  William  Plumer  Jacobs, 
founded  Presbyterian  College  in  1880. 

He  went  on  to  receive  his  education  here,  collect- 
ing three  degrees  from  PC,  and  to  record  a  brilliant 
career  as  educator  and  author. 

This  direct  link  back  to  the  roots 
of  the  institution  was  snapped  on 
August  4  when  the  only  surviving 
child  of  Founder  Jacobs  died  in  his 
Atlanta    apartment. 

Death  came  at  79  for  the  former 
president-founder  of  Oglethorpe 
University  and  author  of  such  pop- 
ular books  as  "Red  Lanterns  on  St. 
Michael's,"  "When  for  the  Truth" 
and  "Drums  of  Doomsday."  He  had 
been  ill  for  two  months. 

Dr.  Thornwell  Jacobs  had  been 
in  semi-retirement  since  1943,  when 
he  left  the  presidency  of  Oglethorpe 
which  he  had  built  from  obscurity 
into  one  that  became  known  na- 
tionally and  internationally.  He 
founded  the  famed  Crypt  of  Civi- 
lization at  that  school,  a  sealed 
storehouse  of  mementoes  of  recent  civilization  laid 
away  for  the  discovery  by  later  generations. 

He  was  born  on  the  campus  of  Thornwell  Orphan- 
age on  Feb.  15,  1877,  just  two  years  after  his  father 
established  that  institution.  One  of  the  earlier  stu- 
dents to  attend  Presbyterian  College,  he  finished 
with  first  honors  and  a  B.A.  degree  in  1894  and  added 
his  MA  from  here  in  1895.  Later,  in  1923,  PC  be- 
stowed upon  him  an  honorary  Litt.D. 

After    receiving    his    Bachelor    of    Divinity    from 


Princeton  Theological  Seminary  in  1899,  Thornwell 
Jacobs  served  three  years  as  a  minister  in  Morgan- 
ton,  N.  C,  and  then  became  vice-president  of  Thorn- 
well College  for  Orphans.  He  established  Westmin- 
ster Magazine  in  1911  and  in  the  first  issue  suggested 
the  plan  for  a  Presbyterian  Jubilee 
which  later  met  in  Atlanta  in  May, 
1913.  The  magazine  continues  today 
as  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known 
poetry  journals. 

According  to  Dr.  Jacobs,  "With- 
out invitation  save  from  within  and 
without  authorization  save  from 
above,  on  Sept  13,  1909,  we  came 
to  Atlanta  to  refound  Oglethorpe 
University."  His  grandfather,  Prof. 
Ferdinand  Jacobs,  had  taught  at 
Old  Oglethorpe  in  Milledgeville, 
Ga.,  before  that  institution  died 
during  the  Civil  War. 

Starting  with  his  own  contribu- 
tion of  $1,000,  he  built  Oglethorpe 
University  to  the  point  that  when 
he  retired  from  the  presidency  in 
1943  he  left  a  $2,000,000  layout  of 
granite  buildings  patterned  after 
Oxford  University  in  England. 

After  leaving  the  field  of  education,  he  devoted 
himself  more  completely  to  writing  books  and  novels, 
editing  his  Westminster  Magazine  and  to  travel. 
His  other  books  include:  "For  Heretics  Only,"  the 
latest,  published  in  1954;  "Step  Down,  Dr.  Jacobs," 
an  autobiography;  "New  Science  and  Old  Religion"; 
"The  Life  of  William  Plumer  Jacobs";  and  "Islands 
of  the  Blest,"  a  book  of  poems. 

Among  his  immediate  survivors  are  two  daughters 
and  three  sons. 
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
